.elng done under his direction toward closing up 
riminal joints, liquor shops, and resorts of vice. 
For the last year, Butler has been losing ground. 


He publicly admitted several weeks ago tliat his un- 
dertaking was a failure. Had he been an adroit poli- 
tician, knowing how to play the game in Philadelphia, 
he outcome might have been different. lie would 
have had an uphill job in any event, but more could 
nave been accomplished had different methods been 
employed. District Attorney Buckner has had great- 
er success in New York, where conditions were worse 
to begin with than in Philadelphia, because he under- 
stood the situation better and knew better how to 
combat the lawbreakers than Butler did. Xeither of 
the two men has scored anything like a 100 per cent 
success, but the former is making progress where the 
latter has been slipping backward. Both were equal- 
y sincere. 
The diversity in results is due to their 


respective methods—one proceeding intelligently and 
persistently according to a well-planned campaign 
under ordinary civil laws; the other relying on mili- 
tarv strong-arm practices and loud talk. 


General Butler will no doubt be glad to get back 


to the marine service, where his talents can be bet- 
ter employed than in trying- to force better govern- 
ment upon a community whose citizens apparently 
have no particular desire for it.

holidays, is children's day.

It should be the happiest day of the year for all of us. and the Hap- 


piness ought to continue, but alas, loo often Christmas and other holi- 
days end in utihappiness. rather than happiness. This results from sev- 
eral causes The excessive indulgence in the holiday dinner and tho over- 
eating of the candies, result in acute indigestion and still more serious 
disorders; for instance, our clinics show that children who are predis- 
posed to diabetes have attacks of thls-disease, precipitated by the over- 
eating of the holiday sweets. 
Statistics show more sudden deaths among adults on the Holidays 


and the days just following them. No doubt the victims were those 
whose hearts and blood pressures were grievously inpaired, so there 


is no reserve strength to withstand the extra strain of overeating 


and other indulgences. 
In the cold climates, acute colds with their aftermath of pneumonia, 


are often contracted by the children who get up early, befcre the house 
is heated and before they are dressed warmly, to play with their toys. 
Another not unusual accident on Christmas day among the babies and 
small children, is the choking on small parts that can be easily pulled 
or broken off from the toys. It is instinctive for babies to put things in 
their mouths and no toys should be given that have loose parts on them, 
or that are small enough to get into the mouth. 
In case this happens, grab the child by the feet, hold him upside 


down and slap him on the hack. If he is too large for this, put him 
on a table with his head and body down. If the object isn't dislodged m 
this manner and if you can see it, gently try to get It out with a button 
hook, being exceedingly careful not to push it further down and not 
to tear the mouth with the hook. These are the only home remedies l 
can suggest while you are waiting for your physician.

A NOBEL PRIZE WINNER. 


That an apparently dull pupil in school will not 


necessarily turn out to be an intellectual failure, is 
proven in the case of .Prof. Karle Manne Siegbahn, of 
the ancient University of Upsala, Sweden, who was, 
recently awarded the Nobel prize in physics, amount- 
ing to "about $30,000. Prof. Siegbahn is only thirty- 
nine years old and a Xobel prize has only once been 
awarded to a younger man. Dr. F. G. Banting of To- 
ronto, discoverer of insulin, who was but thirty-two. 
Prof. R. A. Millikin of California was the same age 
that Prof. Siegbahn now is when 
lie 
received tho 


prize. 


Siegbahn, it is stated, was rated below the aver- 


age in school, which he attended at Hudiksvala, Swe- 
den, near which place his father was a station agent. 
His favorite studies were mathematics and physics, 
and in these alone was he accounted a success. He 
had intended to enter the military, but upon leaving 
the Hudiksvala school he entered, the High School or 
Science at Stockholm, where his success in the two 
branches mentioned was so pronounced that he was 
encouraged to enter the University of Lund in south- 
ern Sweden. 


There he continued to ndvance and at twenty-six 


years of age he won a doctor's degree in physics. He 
was immediately appointed an Instructor and four 
years later assistant protestor. At thirty-four he 
"vas made a full professor and at thirty-seven ho 
vas called upon to preside over the physics depart - 
neiit of Upsala. 


It Is in two fields that Prof. Sieebahn has done im- 


portant pioneering work, tho inner structure of the 
atom and the difference in the light given out by 
he x-rays and ordinary light. It was because of the 
discoveries made by him in connection with the lat- 
er that he was awarded the prize. It is a curious 
act that the first Nobel prize ever awarded in phys- 
cs went to the discoverer of x-rays, Prof. \ViIhelm K. 
Roentgen of the University 
of Munich. Research 


vorkers on these rays have since been awarded six 
f the prizes. 
Prof. SiCKbahn is among the most modest as well 


as earnest of men, and will use the money which has 
come to him in pursuing his research work: which is 
altogether characteristic of those devoted individuals 
vho have done so much for their fellow me".

esearch.

For 
the job of cleaning up "corrupt and contented" Phil- 
adelphia,, he apparently did not possess the qualities 
to win success. 


Butler's failure in his civilian task is the old story 


of soldierly genius and efficiency applied in the wrong 
place. Against an enemy armed with rifles and ma- 
chine guns, artillery, bombs, poison gas, and air- 
planes he knew just what measures to 
take. But 


•when it came to 1'ightlng the political bosses and 
tfieir machine in the third largest city of the United 
States. Butler's military tactics failed to bring the 
results aimed at. He has been defeated in a siege 
lasting two years, and now the powers that be have got 
rid of him for good and all.

him.

—the owner of a score of newspape-s and magazines. 


Mr. Munsey had the fixed idea that a publication 


must appeal to all members of the family. It must 
bo interesting to all classes. 
When he launched a 


large number of his ventures it was the prevalent be- 
lief that magazine or a newspaper must oe "high- 
brow" or "trashy." He 
combined the two. 
He 


toned down the "highbrow" and toned up the "trashy" 
with the, result that the reading public eagerly seized 
his publications. 


It would be foolish to suggest that every Ameri- 


can boy has the same opportunity which awaited 
Mr. Munsey. 
He appeared on the 
horizon 
when

had Intended to enter the military , but upon leaving 
the H ud lk svala school he entered the H igh KchiKil of 
Science at Stockholm , w here his succe« s In the tw o 
branche.s m entioned w as so pronounced that he w as 
encouraged to enter the U n iversity of Lund In s ou th ­ 


ern Swe« len. 
There he continued to advan ce ami at tw en ty -six 
y ears of age he w on a doctor’s degree In phy sics. He 
w as Im m ediately appolntrd an Instructor and four 
y ears later assistan t profesior. 
A t thirty -fou r he 
wa.s m ade a full profe.ssor and at th irty -seven ho 
w as called upon to preside over the p h y sics d ep art­ 


ment of Upsala. 
It Is in tw o fields that Prof. Siegbahn has done im - 
portant pioneering work, tho inner structure of the 
atom and the dlffi’rence in tho light given out by 
the x -ray s and ordinary light. 
It w as because of tho 
dbscoverles m ade by him In connection w ith the lat­ 
ter that he w as awarded the prize. 
It is a curious 
fact that the first Nohcl prize ever aw arded In p h y s ­ 
ics w en t to the discoverer of x-ray .s. Prof. W ilhelm IC 
Roentgen of the I nlverslty 
of 
Munich. 
Re.search 
workers on these ray s have since been aw arded six 
of the prizes. 
Prof. Siegbahn is am on g the m ost m od est as well 
as earnest of men, and will use the, m on ey which has 
com e to him in pursuing his research w ork: which Is 
altogether characteristic of those devoted Individuals 
who h a v e « l« me so much for their fellow men.
